Fin* Strawberrlr* In Augunt Front Ie» 


Covered Iludit. 


Mention hus recently been mado iu 


Tho Rural Now Yorker of a very urn el 
enterprise, that of retarding tho fruit- 
ing of strawberries by covering the bods 
with ico, so that line fruit is secured in 
August. A correspondent of Tho Rural 
visited tbe farm of Mr. S. R. Divine, 
Sullivan county, N. Y., where tho ex- 
periment occurred, on April 14 antl 
ugaiu on Aug. 8, und theso are "cold 
facts" which he reports: 


April 141 hail walked over two over- 


coats of ice, iu all '3D inches in thick- 
ness. On top of this ice was ;i covering 
of straw eight to ton inches thick. It 
seemed to me then that the plants did 
not have very comfortable quarters for 
their long sleep. Just three mouths aud 
two days later these same plants in re- 
turn for this cold charity are producing 
large, fine flavored fruit, all of which 
proves more conclusively that the limits 
and capabilities of the strawberry are 
not yet known by any menus. 


I visited Air. Divine's place again on 


Aug. 
8. There were at least 30 quarts 


of ripo berries on tho vines at this timo. 
The Marshall would give a good pick- 
ing for at leiiht ten days moro. They 
will thus fruit this variety undor this 
experiment for over one mouth. An 
abuuclance of groeu berries of all sizes 
were yet on the vines. The color of tho 
fruit was darker than I I'VIT saw it be- 
fore, and the flavor positively better 
than any Maihliall 1 had ever cat.'ii.
